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As were the days of Noah, so will be the coming of the Son of man...Then two men will be in the 
field, one is taken and one is left. Two women will be grinding at the mill; one is taken and one is 
left. Watch therefore, for you do not know on what day your Lord is coming. But know this, that if 
the householder had known in what part of the night the thief was coming, he would have 
watched and would not have let his house be broken into. Therefore you also must be ready; for 
the Son of man is coming at an hour you do not expect.' 


Jesus, the Christ, made it clear that we would not know the hour when the Son of man would return. 
Likewise, the Jews did not know the hour of the coming of the suffering Messiah, nor did we know the 
hour when the return of Christ would appear, for the proof of prophecy is in its fulfillment. He also 
clearly pointed out that the coming of the Son of man would be like unto the days of Noah. Despite Noah 
giving proof that God had sent him to warn the people of the impending flood, the people mocked him, 
scorned him, and rejected him, and thus they perished. 


The same is occurring in our age. Jesus, the Lamb, high priest after the order of Melchizedek has come, 
giving proof that God sent him. He has warned us of the impending destruction, however, the people 
mock him, scorn him, and reject his message. The people choose to accept the vain imaginings of others 
who believe they are superior in knowledge, indoctrinated into believing that Jesus was God Himself, and 
the worship of a trinity, teaching the erroneous theory of a rapture, a physical resurrection, and the 
appearance of an antichrist. The followers of these wolves in sheep’s clothing believe they are being led 
to salvation, while in truth, they are being led to their perdition. 


But shun profane and vain babblings: for they will increase unto more ungodliness. And their 
word will eat as doth a canker: of whom is Hymenaeus and Philetus; who concerning the truth 
have erred, saying that the resurrection is past already; and overthrow the faith of some.” 


The core belief within Christian theology is the teaching that Jesus is God and that he physically 
resurrected. I once heard a TV evangelist state that “We know Jesus is God because of his resurrection 
from the dead.” I have also heard it said that to be a true Christian means we must accept the literal 
interpretation of scripture. When I was a member of the church I was told that we must simply accept the 
“mystery” of the trinity on faith, without question. The word mystery comes from the Greek mysterion, 
meaning “secret rite or doctrine,” something that baffles our understanding and cannot be explained. 


But false prophets also arose among the people just as there will be false teachers among you, 
who will secretly bring in destructive heresies.... And many will follow their licentiousness, and 
because of them the way of truth will be reviled. And in their greed they will exploit you with false 
words; from of old their condemnation has not been idle....3 


Would God truly pass judgment upon us for a concept that is “unintelligible,” a mystery? Jesus said that a 
house built upon sand, cannot stand. The mystery of the incarnation is not founded upon any reasonable 
proof or evidence, it is blind faith. Our faith must be founded upon proof. “Prove all things and hold fast 


to that which is good.”* Prove is from the Greek verb dokimazé, which means “to test, examine, prove, 
scrutinize; to recognize as genuine after examination, to approve, deem worthy.” 


Within the early years after the death of Jesus the Christ, numerous sects began to appear which taught 
doctrines opposed to those taught by the Apostles. Simon Magus, around the years 54 to 60 AD, had 
introduced one of the most corrupted and controversial doctrines. He postulated the ancient Trinitarian 
cults of Isis-Osiris-Horus in Egypt, Cybele-Attis from Phyrgia and the mystery of Mithras in Persia. The 
Romans and Greeks had a pantheon of gods and goddesses and thus could readily accept the worship of a 
resurrected god-man. The trinitarian sect that developed soon became the largest of the numerous sects of 
the time and became the only form of Christianity permitted. 


Both John and Paul wrote concerning them, of whom John called antichrist. Paul writes to the church in 
Corinth saying: 


But I fear, lest by any means, as the serpent beguiled Eve through his subtlety so your minds 
should be corrupted from the simplicity that is Christ. For if he that cometh preacheth another 
Jesus, who we have not preached or if ye receive another spirit, which ye have not received, or 
another gospel, which ye have not accepted....° 


Why does John call them antichrist and what did Paul mean in his statement concerning the preaching of 
another Jesus and another gospel? They were preaching the same myths of a god-man that had been 
known for centuries among the people of Babylon, Greece, Egypt, and Rome. The term antichrist is 
derived from the Greek prefix, anti, meaning to be "against, instead of, or in place of." The word Christ is 
the Anglicized form of the Greek Christos, translated from the Hebrew, messiah, specifically Messiah ben 
David, meaning one who is anointed of the house or lineage of David. The criterion is firmly established 
that for one to be the Messiah they must be of the descendancy of David through the seed (sperma in 
Greek). Roteenning his Son, Jesus Christ, which was made of the seed of David according to the 
flesh...." 


Like many other ancient religions — Christianity [after Nicaea] affirmed the Trinitarian 
godhead.... And what was the pagan Christian response to now having three gods: How then do 
we salvage monotheism? The orthodox [Trinitarian] answer was that this is a mystery we are 
obliged to accept for the sake of our faith and our salvation.’ 


The "antichrist" is not a singular person or spirit. It is the belief in the Babylonian trinity, a resurrected 
god-man. Accordingly, all who deny the physical descendancy of Jesus — that Jesus was made of the 
sperm of David according to the flesh, are antichrist. They maintain that God is his physical father and not 
Joseph. While Protestantism did not openly worship Mary as the mother of God, they still believe in the 
concept. Somehow, God impregnated Mary with the Holy Spirit and gave birth to the literal son of God. 
This is pure paganism. Semiramis, after the death of Nimrod, told the people that her womb was the 
habitation of the Holy Spirit and her son was the reincarnation of the father — a resurrected god-man. 
From Semiramis there were now three gods to be worshiped, a father god, a son god, and a holy mother 
goddess, yet all were to be considered equal because they were all equal parts of a triune god. In deifying 
Jesus, the church set this mythical Jesus above all the other gods, and thus the pagan populace flocked 
into the “Christian” church. 


Most of the Christians at last consented to lower their standard and a union was formed between 
Christianity and paganism. Although the worshippers of idols professed to be converted and 
united with the church, they still clung to their idolatry, only changing the objects of their 
worship to images of Jesus and even of Mary and the saints.* 


Paganism survived in the moral sense, as a joyous indulgence of natural appetites; as a religion 
it remained only in the form of ancient rites and customs condoned or accepted and transformed 
by an often indulgent Church. An intimate and trustful worship of saints replaced the cult of the 
pagan gods, and satisfied the congenial polytheism of simple or poetic minds. Statues of Isis and 
Horus were renamed Mary and Jesus; the Roman Lupercalia and the feast of the purification of 
Isis became the feast of the Nativity; the Saturnalia were replaced by Christmas celebrations, the 
floralia by Pentecost, an ancient festival of the dead by All Souls" Day, the resurrection of Attis 
by the resurrection of Christ. Pagan altars were rededicated to Christian heroes; incense, lights, 
flowers, processions, vestments, hymns, which had pleased the people in older cults were 
domesticated and cleansed in the ritual of the Church; and the harsh slaughter of a living victim 
was sublimated in the spiritual sacrifice of the mass.” 


Neither Jesus nor his apostles ever entertained the teaching of a trinity. "He did not say a word about the 
worship of his mother Mary in the guise of Isis, the Queen of Heaven. Much that is most 
characteristically Christian in worship and usage he ignored." '" The teachings of Jesus as given within 
scripture are clearly of a spiritual and prophetic nature. Jesus said, “It is the spirit that gives life, the flesh 
is of no avail; the words I have spoken to you are spirit and life.”'' This statement clearly shows that 
Jesus did not physically resurrect from the dead. Christian doctrine attempts to support the Trinitarian 
belief that Jesus is God by stating that Jesus is the Word rather than the speaker of the Word. 


In the beginning was the Word, and the Word was with God and the Word was God. The same 
was in the beginning with God.... And the Word became flesh and dwelt among us full of grace 
and truth.'? 


As the bearer of a spiritual message, Jesus became the speaker of the word. "J will raise them up a 
prophet from among their brethren like unto thee and will put my words in his mouth; and he shall speak 
all that I command him." ’ Acts 3:22 relates that this verse refers to Jesus, thus the scripture provides 
evidence that Jesus was not the Word, rather the speaker of the Word, properly rendered in the Greek as 
logos. The term logos is defined as the Thought, or the Will and Wisdom of God. The only method God, 
infinite in His essence, can be known is through the spoken Word, the mediator between God and man. 
When John states that the Word (Logos, Thought of God, Dabar, Revelation) had become flesh and 
walked among them he was not speaking of an immaculate conception; rather, he was showing that by the 
word coming in the flesh, the birth of Jesus fulfilled prophecy. Within God's eternal plan for His creation, 
the physical appearance of the man called Jesus, who would become known as the Christ, forever existed 
within the Thought of God. The Word of God and the reality of Christ thus remain sanctified from time as 
measured by man. This appearance of the Word of God in human form existed in perfect beauty and 
splendor and all that could be known of God at that time was expressed in the words spoken by Jesus. 
Jesus himself expressly stated that the words he spoke were not his own. "For I have not spoken on my 
own authority; the Father who sent me has himself given me commandment what to say.... What I say, 
therefore, I say as the Father has bidden me." '* The Word of God as it now appeared in human form 
became subject to the contempt and cruelty of the people. It was for this reason that Jesus stated: "...and 
now 0 Father, glorify thou me with thine Own self, with the glory which I had with Thee before the world 
was." '* The Word of God, eternal in perfect beauty, became visible through the power and wisdom of 
God manifested within the person of Jesus. God's Word was manifested through the physical body, and 
within this physical reality the Word became oppressed, a captive of the ignorant and malicious, and was 
eventually put to death and buried. The above verse reflects the desire of Jesus to be freed from the bonds

of an earthly body so that he may ascend to the heights of spiritual glory and once again rejoice in the 
eternal world from which he had come. 


The reality of God remains far removed from our own comprehension. Any attempt to comprehend God 
is vain. For God to have descended into the condition of mortal man would logically be equivalent to 
imperfection. His Infinite, Invisible Essence could not reduce itself nor be confined within a finite 
physical world. Man alone has been created imperfect — a free will which allows man to accept or reject 
the Divine Light. All of creation remains as the visible sign of God. 


The sixth chapter of John provides a clear understanding of the Word of God having been made flesh. A 
large crowd of people had gathered and there was not enough to feed such a multitude. Andrew said there 
was a lad who had five loaves and two fish, saying, “but what are they among so many? Jesus then took 
the loaves, and when he had given thanks, he distributed them to those who were seated, so also the fish, 
as much as they wanted. 16 T ater, the people asked Jesus, “Rabbi, when did you come here?” Jesus then 
answered them saying, 


“Truly, truly, I say to you, you seek me, not because you saw signs, but because you are full of the 
loaves. Do not labor for the food which perishes, but for the food which endures to eternal life, 
which the Son of man will give you; for on him has God the Father set his seal...This is the work 
of God, that you believe in him whom he has sent....Truly, truly I say to you, it was not Moses 
who gave you the bread from heaven; my Father give you the true bread from heaven, and gives 
life to the world....I am the bread of life; he who comes to me shall not hunger, and he who 
believes in me shall never thirst....For I have come down from heaven, not to do my own will, but 
the will of him who sent me, that I should lose nothing of all that he has given me, but raise it up 
at the last day. For this is the will of my Father, that everyone who sees the Son and believes in 
him should have eternal life; and I will raise him up at the last day....This is the bread which 
comes down from heaven, that a man may eat of it and not die. I am the living bread which came 
down from heaven; if any one eats of this bread, he will live forever; and the bread which I shall 
give for the life of the world is my flesh....Truly, truly, I say to you, unless you eat the flesh of the 
Son of man, and drink his blood, you have no life in you; he who eats my flesh and drinks my 
blood has eternal life, and I will raise him up at the last day.'” 


After hearing such sayings, many of his disciples got up and left, unable to listen to such words. “Jesus 
then said to the twelve, ‘Will you also go away?’ Simon Peter answered him, ‘Lord, to whom shall we go? 
You have the words of eternal life; and we have believed, and have come to know, that you are the Holy 
One of God.’’’"* All of these things are symbols, the bread, and the blood, for such things are the Thought 
of God, having descended from heaven through the Holy Spirit. 


Jesus, the Christ expressly stated the flesh is of no avail, that his words were spirit and life, thus the 
resurrection as mentioned in scripture would not pertain to the physical body of Jesus, rather, to his 
words. The teachings that Jesus gave were given in symbols, parables, and allegory. 


Then certain of the Scribes and Pharisees answered, saying, Master, we would see a sign from 
thee. But he answered and said unto them, An evil and adulterous generation seeketh after a sign; 
and there shall no sign be given to it but the sign of the prophet Jonas; for as Jonas was three 
days and three nights in the whale's belly; so shall the Son of man be three days and three nights 
in the heart of the earth."° 


Mark describes that the crucifixion occurred on the day before the Sabbath, that day being the seventh day 
of the week, or Saturday. Therefore, Jesus was crucified and buried on Friday. According to the Jewish 


calendar, the next day began at sundown, thus Jesus would have been placed in the tomb on Friday before 
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sundown because no work was permitted on the Sabbath. The tomb was found empty on the first day of 
the week. "Very early in the morning the first day of the week, they came unto the sepulchre at the rising 
of the sun.... And when they looked, they saw that the stone was rolled away.... Be not affrighted: Ye seek 
Jesus of Nazareth, which was crucified: he is risen; he is not here...." 20 What remains clear is that Jesus 
only gave "one sign" — as Jonah was in the belly of the whale for three days and three nights, so too, 
would the Son of man be in the heart of the earth. Jesus was not in the tomb for three days and three 
nights. From Friday evening to Sunday morning is only thirty-six hours. 


The resurrection is a parable that began with Jesus explaining that only one sign would be given, which 
showed him to be the “Suffering Messiah.” The body that resurrected refers to the body raised up by his 
words, those who believed in him, a congregation, the ecclesia. In the book of Colossians Paul wrote that 
Christ is the head, and the believers are the body (Colossians 1:18). The three days and three nights is the 
fulfillment of the resurrection of the ecclesia, thus meaning that for this period there was no one who 
believed in Christ. When Jesus and his Apostles went to the Mount of Olives on Thursday night, he said 
all of them would fall away in unbelief. Peter declared that he would always believe; yet, according to the 
words of Jesus, even he denied him. As the Romans were arresting Jesus, all the Apostles ran away. That 
night there was not one person who believed that Jesus was their Messiah, thus, the ecclesia, the 
allegorical body, was no longer alive. When did this body then come alive again? It was on Sunday 
evening when the Apostles were all gathered, and Jesus appeared unto them. This appearance was not of 
the flesh; it too, is allegorical. 


But they were terrified and affrighted, and supposed that they had seen a spirit. And he 
said unto them, Why are ye troubled? and why do thoughts arise in your hearts? Behold 
my hands and feet, that it is I myself.... And when he had thus spoken, he shewed them his 
hands and feet....7! 


Jesus then asks them if they have anything to eat and they hand him a piece of broiled fish and Jesus eats 
of it. The Apostles were meditating on the words that Jesus had spoken to them, that his words were spirit 
and life, using the fish as a reminder, remembering he had said that he would suffer and die. The wounds 
upon his hands and feet were a reminder of his crucifixion and as they recognized that Jesus fulfilled 
prophecy, they recognized that he was their suffering Messiah, not the reigning Messiah, as they had 
expected. 


But we [Jesus' Apostles] had hoped that he [Jesus] was the one to redeem Israel.... Then he 
[Jesus] said to them, "These are my words which I spoke to you, while I was still with you 
[showing that Jesus was not physically present], that everything written about me in the law of 
Moses and the prophets and the psalms must be fulfilled." Then he opened their minds to 
understand the scriptures, and said to them, "Thus it is written, that the Christ should suffer and 
on the third day rise from the dead." ” 


This recognition made them alive again, and thus the ecclesia, the body of Christ, was spiritually 
resurrected. From Thursday night to Sunday night, there are three days and three nights between the death 
and resurrection of the body (believers) of Christ. He then had said to them that they should go preach 
that repentance and forgiveness of sins be given unto all nations, beginning from Jerusalem. 


Jesus said that he came from heaven, however, we all know Jesus came from the womb of Mary. He 
further said that he was in heaven and that he was going to heaven. The clergy tell us that when Jesus left 
he went up into the sky and from the sky he would return. 


And when he had said this, as they were looking on, he was lifted up, and a cloud took him out of 
their sight. And while they were gazing into heaven as he went, behold, two men stood by them in 
white robes, and said, “Men of Galilee, why do you stand looking into heaven? This Jesus, who 
was taken up from you into heaven, will come in the same way as you saw him go into heaven.*# 


When Jesus said that he came from heaven, he was meaning that he came from the heaven of prophecy, 
as he came according to the prophecies for the coming of the Suffering Messiah. With his death on the 
cross, he ascended into heaven cleansing the sanctuary. Paul writes that Jesus entered the sanctuary in 
heaven. “For Christ has entered, not into a sanctuary made with hands, a copy of the true one, but into 
heaven itself...”?4 Jesus thus placed his revelation, which is the gospel of the coming of the kingdom in 
the heaven of prophecy, cleansing the sanctuary in heaven with his death on the cross. 


The verse from Acts does not specify how Jesus ascended into heaven. He went up into heaven in 
persecution, rejection, hatred and in martyrdom. This is how he went up into heaven and this is how he is 
going to come again. The same manner that he went up is the same manner that he is going to return. 
The clergy tell us that Jesus went up into the sky and thus he will return from the sky. This is the same 
misunderstanding the Jews had concerning the coming of Elijah. In II Kings, chapter two, it says Elijah 
went up into heaven in a flaming chariot in a whirlwind and he would return in like manner. In the last 
two verses of Malachi, it says Elijah the prophet must come before the return of Christ. Jesus told his 
apostles to go out and teach the nations and the people that he was the Christ. They came up against the 
doctors and the lawyers, the priests and the rabbis and they told them that Jesus could not be the Christ 
because it says clearly in Malachi that Elijah is going to come first. Jesus then explained to them that John 
the Baptist was Elijah. They went and asked John the Baptist and he said he was not Elijah. Jesus said he 
was; John said he was not. Jesus explained that it was the spirit that was going to come back, not the same 
physical body (Matt. 17:10-13). Scripture tells us that Elijah was dressed in a camel’s hair coat, living on 
locusts and honey, asking the people to repent and return to the Lord. Nine hundred years later John the 
Baptist, walking in the same desert, dressed in a camel’s hair coat, living on locusts and honey, is telling 
the people to repent and return to the Lord. If you looked at one and looked at the other you could not tell 
the difference, just like two lamps that give the same light. Jesus said that John the Baptist was Elijah 
because the same light that was in Elijah returned in John the Baptist. 


Today, we are told that Jesus went up into the sky and the same physical body will return from the sky, 
the same test as given unto the Jews at the time of Jesus, the Christ. Jesus left this world rejected, 
persecuted, and despised (Isaiah 53). The “Christ” returns in like manner. The glory of the Father, 
Baha’u Ilah, came in fulfillment of prophecy; hated, persecuted, put in prison, beaten with the bastinado, 
and forced into exile. He appeared bringing the blessed message of God’s kingdom on earth, a day which 
Jesus, the Christ said we should pray for, but the world is asleep in the mythologies given by the clergy. 


While Jesus gave many parables about the coming of the kingdom it was not his mission as the Suffering 
Messiah, to bring the kingdom of God, for his kingdom was not of this world. He appeared among the 
Jews to atone for iniquity. His gospel was of the coming of the kingdom to be inherited by the Gentiles. 
Jesus prophesied that the abomination of desolation would continue from the time Jerusalem was 
"surrounded by armies" "until the times of the Gentiles are fulfilled." The "times of the Gentiles" began 
when Jesus' gospel of the coming kingdom of God was given unto the Gentiles by the apostles. Paul 
explained that the times of the Gentiles would be fulfilled when they completely inherit the kingdom of 
God and the throne of King David, which is described by Paul as "Christ being in the Gentiles." 


Why did Jesus speak to them in parables? 


To you has been given to know the secrets of the kingdom of heaven, but to them it has not been 
given....With them indeed is fulfilled the prophecy of Isaiah which says: “You shall indeed hear 
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but never understand, and you shall indeed see but never perceive. For this people’s heart has 
grown dull [impure, turned to things of this world], and their ears are heavy of hearing, and their 
eyes they have closed, lest they should perceive with their eyes, and hear with their ears, and 
understand with their heart, and turn to me to heal them.” 


In the parable of the sower Jesus says: “4 sower went out to sow. And as he sowed some seeds fell along 
the path, and the birds came and devoured them. Other seeds fell on rocky ground, where they had not 
much soil, and immediately sprang up, since they had no depth of soil, but when the sun rose they were 
scorched, and since they had no root they withered away.” There are some who choose to ignore the 
words, not understanding it. Others hear the word and receive it with joy. However, their belief is not 
grounded in proof and thus, at the first sign of trouble or tests, they quickly fall away. “Other seeds fell 
upon thorns, and the thorns grew up and choked them.” This refers to those who are too busy with 
worldly matters, chasing earthly pleasures and wealth. They concern themselves with the physical, rather 
than the spiritual. “Other seeds fell on good soil and brought forth grain, some a hundredfold, some sixty, 
some thirty.”’° These are those with a pure heart, who hear the word and understand, bearing grain, that 
is, they share the message with others, each according to their own capacity. 


Jesus gave another parable, the parable of the wheat and tares. 


The kingdom of heaven may be compared to a man who sowed good seed in his field; but while 
men were sleeping, his enemy came and sowed weeds among the wheat and went away. So when 
the plants came up and bore grain, then the weeds appeared also. And the servants of the 
household came and said to him. “Sir, did you not sow good seed in your field? How then has it 
weeds?” He said to them, “An enemy has done this.” The servants said to him, “Then do you 
want us to go and gather them?” But he said, “No, lest in gathering the weeds you root up the 
wheat along with them. Let both grow together until the harvest; and at harvest time I will tell the 
reapers, Gather the weeds first and bind them in bundles to be burned, but gather the wheat into 
my barn.” 


The one who sows the “good seed” is the Son of man, the return of Jesus, the Lamb, and the field is the 
world. The good seed are the ones who see and understand the words of the Son of man, and thus inherit 
the kingdom. Those who are sleeping, that is, those who are of the world will not see with their eyes, or 
hear with their ears, the truth of the message of the Son of man. They are so engrossed with the tares they 
cannot detect the wheat, meaning, the people have been veiled by the “enemy,” that is, the 
misinterpretations (weeds) of the clergy, who preach a different gospel, the incarnate god lie. Both the 
weeds and the wheat (those who accept the truth of God’s Covenant) grow together until the time of the 
harvest, the close of the age. At this time, first the weeds will be bundled together and thrown into the 
lake of fire, where there is weeping and the gnashing of teeth, and those who accept the Word of God as 
given through the explanations and commentaries of Jesus, the Lamb, will enter the kingdom. 


In the book of Revelation, the gospel, or Revelation of Jesus, it is written: “Then I looked, and lo, a white 
cloud, and seated on the cloud one like a son of man, with a golden crown on his head, and a sharp sickle 
in his hand.”?* The one “like a son of man” is the Lamb, and the “white cloud” symbolizes his spiritual 
body, that is, his aura. It is white, as white symbolizes purity, and he appears with the spiritual qualities 
and attributes of God that make him a pure soul. The “golden crown on his head” represents his spiritual 
intellect, a halo. The crown is the crown of authority, given unto him by God, and gold represents the 
spiritual. A “sharp sickle” are the explanations of the Lamb who gives the true meanings of the revelation 
of God found in all the holy texts. It is the sickle of the harvest, the close of the age, through which Jesus, 
the Lamb separates the tares from the wheat. 


In verse fifteen it is written: “And another angel came out of the temple, calling with a loud voice to him 
who sat upon the cloud [Jesus, the Lamb], ‘Put in your sickle, and reap, for the hour to reap has come, 
for the harvest of the earth is fully ripe.’”’’ The “temple” is Baha’u’llah, his revelation, (the glory of the 
father, Mark 8:38). “As the glory of the Lord entered the temple by the gate facing east, the Spirit lifted 
me up, and brought me into the inner court [Holy of Holies]; and behold, the glory of the Lord filled the 
temple. ”’*” This angel is one who believes in the Revelation of Baha’u’llah, and is firm in the explanations 
of the truth of the Covenant. The “harvest of the earth” means the elect, those who accept the Covenant as 
explained by the return of Jesus, the Lamb, those who sing a “new song.” “So he who sat upon the cloud 
swung his sickle on the earth, and the earth was reaped,”’ meaning, the explanations of the Lamb have 
been given and the elect are gathered. Not until then will the first wind of destruction be let loose. Then 
another angel appears out of the temple, “and he too had a sharp sickle” (vs.17). 


Then another angel came out from the altar, the angel who has power over fire, and he called 
with a loud voice to him who had the sharp sickle, “Put in your sickle, and gather the clusters of 
the vine of the earth, for the grapes are ripe.”’ So the angel swung his sickle on the earth and 
gathered the vintage of the earth, and threw it into the great wine press of the wrath of God; and 
the wine press was trodden outside the city, and blood flowed from the wine press, as high as a 
horse’s bridle, for one thousand six hundred stadia. a 


There is also a similar verse in the book of Joel. “Put in the sickle, for the harvest is ripe. Go in, tread, for 
the wine press is full. The vats overflow, for their wickedness is great.’*” The wickedness that is great are 
the mirage of ill-founded hopes given unto the people by the clergy, and to the worship of a god-man in 
place of the worship of the One True God of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob. 


Let no one deceive you in any way, for that day [day of judgment] will not come, unless the 
rebellion comes first [opposition to the true Covenant], and the man of lawlessness [the 
antichrist, those opposed to the Messiahship of Jesus] is revealed, the son of perdition, who 
opposes and exalts himself against every so-called god of object of worship, so that he takes his 
seat in the temple of God, proclaiming himself to be God [mythical Jesus] ....For the mystery of 
lawlessness is already at work [the antichrist existed at the time of Paul]; only he who now 
restrains it will do so until he is out of the way. And then the lawless one will be revealed, and the 
Lord Jesus will slay him with the breath of his mouth [the explanations and commentaries of the 
return of Jesus, the Lamb] and destroy him by his appearing and his coming [thrown into the 
lake of fire]. 


The Eternal Cause of God is to establish the kingdom of God on earth centered around the throne of 
David. It was the mission of the second advent of Messiah ben David, the Christ, to bring the kingdom of 
God on earth. There can be no kingdom without a king. The word “kingdom” means a king over a 
domain. This king is the fulfillment of God’s Covenant given unto David. 


'T will establish his line for ever...I will not violate my covenant, or alter the word that went forth 
from my lips. Once for all I have sworn by my holiness: I will not lie to David. His line shall 
endure for ever....""* "David shall never lack a man to sit on the throne of the house of Israel." 


Having deified Jesus, proclaiming him to be God, Christian theology has veiled the truth from the people 
of Christ’s return in the glory of the father, Baha’u’Ilah. The prophecies in scripture are clear that there 
would be two appearances of Messiah ben David, a Suffering Messiah, and a King Messiah, each having 
a separate and distinct mission. The mission of Jesus, the Suffering Messiah was for the remission of sins. 
It is the mission of the King Messiah to bring the kingdom of God on earth. Jesus, the Christ, did not 
enter heaven as a king, rather as a high priest after the order of Melchizedek. Thus, the return of Jesus is 


as a high priest after the order of Melchizedek, he who establishes the kingdom of God on earth. It is the 
erroneous concepts of Christian doctrine that crucified Jesus — his words — words that give spirit and life. 


In Psalm 2:7-9, Jesus receives the promise of the rod of iron, or the multitude of nations as Ephraim. "Ask 
of me, and I will make the nations your heritage, and the ends of the earth your possession. You shall 
break them with a rod of iron, and dash them in pieces like a potter's vessel." The “rod of iron” is the 
authority of the return of Jesus to judge the nations. In Revelation, chapter nineteen, verse fifteen, it is 
written: "From his mouth issues a sharp sword with which to smite the nations, and he will rule them with 
a rod of iron; he will tread the wine press of the fury of the wrath of God the Almighty." It is the same 
wine press written in chapter fourteen, verse seventeen. The "sharp sword" is the explanations of Jesus the 
Lamb that issue "from his mouth." Like a two-edged sword that cuts with either edge, his explanations 
separate the good from the bad, the wheat and the tares. 


The Day of Judgment cannot come until all the people and nations have received the truth of God’s 
Covenant. Only in this manner can an individual make the decision on which side to be on. God has thus 
allotted a certain amount of time for the people to hear and digest the message of the return of Jesus, the 
Lamb. For it to be otherwise would be a great injustice. It is those who seek wisdom who will become 
part of the elect, the 144,000, who sing the “new song.” 


And they sing a new song before the throne and before the four living creatures and before the 
elders. No one could learn that song except the hundred forty-four thousand who had been 
redeemed from the earth....And they sing the song of Moses, the servant of God, and the song of 
the Lamb, saying, “Great and wonderful are thy deeds, O Lord God the Almighty! Just and true 
are thy ways, O King of the Ages!*° 


The “song of the Lamb” is the explanations of the revelation of Jesus, the Christ, the book of Revelation, 
given by the return of Jesus, the Lamb, high priest after the order of Melchizedek who establishes the 
kingdom. It is also the explanations of the truth of the Covenant of Baha’u’llah and the Will & Testament 
of ‘Abdu’l-Baha. The “song of Moses” is made up of the three parts of the Covenant of Moses: 1) the 
promise of what would be if the people obeyed the Covenant, 2) the warning of what would take place if 
they disobeyed, and 3) the promise of the regathering and the reestablishment of the temple, which has 
the Presence of God (Deuteronomy, chapters 28-30). This also includes the reestablishment of the 
Covenant that God made with David, that David would never lack a man to sit upon the throne. This 
Covenant was aborted by the Baha’i World Faith in 1957, removing the Davidic king from the kingdom 
of God on earth. Jesus returns as high priest after the order of Melchizedek (Hebrews 6:20 and Zechariah 
3:1-9) to set things right again (the “Teacher of Righteousness” of the Qumran texts) and to gather the 
elect under the shelter of the Covenant, which is the Tree of Life. Only a high priest can enter the Holy of 
Holies and within the Holy of Holies rests the ark of the Covenant. 


Each Manifestation of God has given his revelation with a potency befitting the time in which he 
appeared. The Revelation of Jesus was in the potency of the “Son.” The Bab was the “Door” or gate, and 
the Revelation of Baha’u’llah was in the potency of the “Father.” These revelations are symbolized as the 
Temple, the temple not made by hands. 


Now the point in what we are saying is this: we have such a high priest, one who is seated at the 
right hand of the throne of the Majesty in heaven, a minister in the sanctuary and the true tent 
[temple] which is set up not by man but by the Lord.*” 


But it was Solomon who built a house [temple] for him. Yet the Most High does not dwell in 
houses made with hands; as the prophet says, “Heaven is my throne, and earth my footstool. 


What house will you build for me, says the Lord, or what is the place of my rest? Did not my hand 
make all these things?”*® 


The Temple must always be awaited. “The rebuilding of the temple must always be awaited (Sab.12b and 
other passages). God will erect the future Temple even before the kingdom of David has been 
reestablished and his descendants restored to office (Yer. M.S. 5:2,56a).’”*” 


This shows that the Temple must be restored prior to the kingdom being established and the 
descendants of David being restored to office. Jesus must therefore return prior to the kingdom being 
established. The “rebuilding” of the Temple is the Revelation of the Bab in the potency of the Sanctuary, 
and the Revelation of Baha’u’llah in the potency of the Holy of Holies. The completion of the temple not 
made by hands is the return of Jesus as the high priest. In Revelation chapter five it is written: 


"And I saw in the right hand of him [the scepter of authority] who was seated on the 
throne[Davidic king] a scroll written within and on the back sealed with seven seals; and a 
strong angel proclaimed with a loud voice, 'Who is worthy to open the scroll and break its 
seals. ?'... Then one of the elders said to me, 'Weep not; lo, the Lion of the tribe of Judah, the Root 
of David, has conquered, so that he can open the scroll and its seven seals.'" 


The meaning is clear that the "Root and offspring of David" is Jesus. "I Jesus have sent my angel to you 
with this testimony for the churches, I am the root and the offspring of David, the bright morning star" 
(Rev. 22:16). Therefore, only Jesus the Lamb, and high priest after the order of Melchizedek, upon his 
return, is worthy to open the scroll (the Covenant) and explain its meaning. It is with his explanations and 
commentaries that we then understand the mystery of the kingdom. Revelation 10:7 shows that the 
mystery will be explained by the seventh angel. "...but that in the days of the trumpet call to be sounded 
by the seventh angel, the mystery of God, as he announced to his servants the prophets, should be 
fulfilled." The scroll written within and on the back is the Covenant of Baha’u’llah and the Will & 
Testament of ‘Abdu’l-Baha. The mystery of God is the dichotomy in the Covenant — its two distinct parts 
— the kings and many nations, and how they are to be united. The Mystery of the Kingdom is the Plan of 
God to unite these two parts of the Covenant. Then will come the end after he delivers, or establishes, the 
kingdom of God the Father, the revelation of the King Messiah. The one promised by God, ‘the polished 
arrow hidden in the quiver," the Lamb, high priest after the order of Melchizedek, explains the true 
hidden meaning of the Covenant with all power and authority given unto him. The 'crown of authority" is 
placed upon the head of Joshua (Jesus) and not the king. In the Testament of Judah, it is written: 


And now, my children, love Levi, that you may abide, and do not exalt yourself against 
him...For to me the Lord gave the kingship and to him the priesthood, and he set the 
kingship beneath the priesthood.” 


It would be well to heed the words of Jesus, the Lamb, high priest after the order of Melchizedek. Paul 
writes in I Corinthians: 


Then comes the end, when he delivers the kingdom of God the Father, after destroying every 
rule and every authority and power. For he must reign until he has put all enemies under 
his feet. For the last enemy to be destroyed is [spiritual] death.“ 


The Kingdom of God, His Eternal Cause, is for all people and nations of the world to enter. It is not 
“reserved” for Christians only. Vain imaginings and misconceptions to the nature of Jesus' return and of 
the true nature of God’s kingdom on earth have led the people far from the truth of God’s Word. The 
clergy regurgitate the same fallacious god lie created millenniums ago. In the first chapter of Revelation, 
it says, "Behold, he is coming with the clouds, and every eye will see him, every one who pierced him; and 
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all tribes of the earth will wail on account of him." The clouds represent the misconceptions within 
Christianity and the Baha'i Faith that veil the people from seeing the truth. 


The kingdom of God is yet to be established in the world. It is only within those whose hearts are pure 
and have eyes to see and ears to hear the truth of the message of Jesus, the Lamb, high priest after the 
order of Melchizedek. The Kingdom will be established after the winds of destruction and the four beast 
nations become four living creatures. 


And before the throne there is as it were a sea of glass, like crystal. And round the throne, on 
each side of the throne, are four living creatures, full of eyes in front and behind.” 


The United States, France, England, and Russia, the beast nations of Revelation, chapter thirteen, will 
become four living creatures. The “sea of glass” is the Revelation of Baha’u’llah and his Covenant that is 
made clear as crystal through the explanations of Jesus, the Lamb. They will be the first to recognize that 
the Revelation of Baha’u’llah is the way to everlasting peace and justice. They will become spiritual 
nations and lead the rest of the world into the kingdom of God. We note then, that the kingdom of God 
does not appear in a blaze of glory at the coming of the second advent of Messiah ben David, as he came 
like a thief in the night. It is a gradual process, a process that does not begin until after the “new song,” 
the truth of God’s Covenant, the explanations and commentaries of the return of Jesus, the Lamb, high 
priest after the order of Melchizedek, which is now being given unto the peoples and nations of the world. 
The kingdom comes with violence, that is, the four winds of destruction, through which the world will be 
purified. Then, and only then, can the glory of God’s kingdom be made manifest and grow throughout the 
world. Jesus gave another parable concerning the growth of the kingdom. “The kingdom of heaven is like 
a mustard seed, which a man took and sowed in his field; it is the smallest of all seeds, but when it has 
grown it is the greatest of shrubs and becomes a tree, so that the birds of the air come and makes nests in 
its branches. ”* 


People of the earth! Turn unto Him who is the Divine Physician, so happily you may partake of God’s 
blessings and enter His kingdom. Be not of those in the days of Noah or of those who reside in white 
washed tombs. God is calling you to rise from the dust of the earth. Turn then unto the One True God of 
Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob. The only sure salvation is obedience to the Covenant of God. All that come 
under the shadow of His Covenant, the Tree of Life, will be saved from the fiery ordeal that is soon to fall 
upon humankind. 


Then he showed me the river of the water of life, bright as crystal, flowing from the throne of 
God and of the Lamb through the middle of the street of the city; also, on either side of the 
river the tree of life with its twelve kinds of fruit, yielding its fruit each month; and the leaves 
of the tree were for the healing of the nations.
